NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS:  The  Hazel  Grove  and  District  Sick  Nursing 

Association  provide  two  nurses,  and  the  Bramhall  Association  one 
nurse.  They  undertake  the  nursing  of  patients  in  their  own 
homes,  if  of  a non-infectious  character.  If  at  all  possible  a 
small  fee  is  charged,  but  the  Associations  are  supported  by 
voluntary  subscriptions.  The  District  Nurses  and  the  one  Midwife 
practicing  in  the  district  hold  the  C.  M.  B.  Certificate. 

LABORATORY  WORK:  Twenty- two  specimens  of  sputum  were  sent  to  the 

County  Laboratory  during  the  year,  two  proving  positive.  Eleven 
specimens  for  other  diseases  were  submitted  to  the  Stockport 
Infirmary,  or  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester. 

Where  required  anti-toxin  serum  for  diphtheria  is  supplied  by 
the  Council. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION;  Six  beds  are  reserved  by  the  Council  at 

the  Hyde  hospitals,  four  being  for  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  or 
typhoid,  and  two  for  smallpox.  Patients  v/ho  cannot  be  isolated 
in  their  own  homes  are  removed  there,  more  beds  being  available 
if  required.  The  cost  of  maintenance  of  all  patients  suffering 
from  infectious  diseases  is  borne  by  the  Council.  All  cases 
required  to  be  removed  were  admitted  to  the  above  hospital  during 
the  year. 

SCHOOLS:  In  the  district  there  are  four  well  equipped  schools  :- 

Norbury  C.  of  E.  School, 

Offerton  C.  of  E.  School, 

Hazel  Grove  Council  School, 

Bramhall  Council  School. 

All  are  supplied  with  water  from  the  Stockport  Corporation 
mains,  amd  the  sanitary  conveniences  have  been  inspected  and 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

HOUSING: 

Slum  Clearance  Programme  At  the  latter  end  of  the  year 
the  seven  houses  scheduled  for  demolition  in  1934  v/ere  demolished, 
and  the  two  houses  scheduled  for  1935  were  rendered  vacant  and 
ready  for  demolition,  which  will  be  carried  out  early  in  1934.
